When therefore I hear a Man condemned by 
every ohe, for having given his Vote concern- 
ing the Lgality of what are e called General Warrants, 
I cannot but think, that he muſt. have done ſome- 
thing very bad, or elſe we ſnould not find ſuch 
an united Clamour againſt him. It is certain then, 
theſe General Warrants muſt, according to the 
National Opinion, be of very pernicious Conſe- 
quence, and mult tend to the total Deſtruction 
of aur Liberties and Properties. I do not pretend, 
however, I fay, in the leaſt to underſtand the 
Nature, the Power, and the Force of theſe Mar- 
rants : I ſhall not in the leaſt perplex my own, 
nor your Thoughts, about the /egality or ,illegality 
of them; it will be ſufficient for me, and for us 
all, to attend only to, the open Voice of the

- Bribery and Corruption, tho' it may ſeem to bring 
with it ſome Emolument, and to carry with it a ſpe- 
cious and fair Outſide, yet is really one of the worſt 
Crimes a Candidate, and an Elector, can be guilty 
of; the one in corrupting, and the other in ſuffering 
himſelf to be-corrapred ; though indeed the Can- 
didate who offers the Bribe, is the wickeder Man 
of the two; for he muſt be the firſt Aggreſſor, 
and the firſt Inſtigator to Evil. But this is a 
Point very few Candidates reflect on: all that 
they aim at, is to gain a Vote, no Matter by what 
Means; for if they do but gain the Majority by 
one, it is ſufficient for them; it is all that they 
aim at; and when they are once affured of their 
Election, they know there are Ways and Means 
to reimburſe themſelves again- of all the Money 
which they may have expended in this, or any 


other iniquitous and flagitious Manner of obtain- 


ing Votes; being very certain, that it would never 
be wotth their while to make fuch a Buſtle to 
carry a Borough, at the Expence of ſo many 


'Thouſand Pounds, if they could not, at one Time 


or other, refill their exhauſted Coffers again, 
which have been drained almoſt to the laſt Guinea:

right Opinion of the ſeveral Parties, and of the

An Oppoſition to Sir F— T——, and to bins 
only, was originally intended, and was carried on 
very warmly for near Eighteen Months. His Con- 
duct in Parliament, his Attachment to a corrupt

W——, independent of Sir F— T——, or Mr. 
; and all Parties were underſtood to be the

This was the State of the Conteſt at the Mart, 
in February, 1767 ; ſoon after which (the 13th of 
March following) Mr. H. W—— declined

comes in Perſon, ſhews himlelf, and ſolicits their 
Countenance and Protection; yet the Candidate is 
the Son of a Duke, a Branch of one of the firſt 

Families of the Kingdom, and is ſupported and 
recommended by one of the firſt Men in it; a 
Nobleman univerſally eſteemed and reſpected ; and 
who but very lately filled a very high Office in the 
State, greatly to his own Honor, much more ſo 
to the Benefic of the Kingdom, and whole Return 
to Power is moſt ardently wiſhed for by all true 
Friends to Liberty, and true Lovers of their 
Country. 

Sir George Armytage declines on the lame 4 
count as Mr. H- W——, yet he declines in 
Perſon, receives the Thanks of his Conſtituents 
in Perſon, and brings the Candidate whom he re- 
commends in his Hand, who then offers himſelf, 
and is nominated by the Corporation; but at 

_ Lynn, no inconſiderable Community or Repreſen- 
tation, though not ſo large a Town as York, the 
Candidate is ſhifted and changed, and the Electors 
turned over by Letter, as if their Opinion of their 

future Member, or Knowledge of him, was of no 

Conſequence, or neceſſary, but they were to give 
him their Votes at a proper Time, as they ſhould 
be directed.

In this Caſe the Intereſt of Mr. . was by 
far in a worſe Situation than if there had been a

An Expreſs was ſent to Lord O—, to Eriſwell, 
on March 11. His Lordſhip. did not arrive at 
Lynn till the Monday following, March 14, nor 
had been preſent at Lynn above once ſince that 
time twelvemonth. His Lordſhip returned the 
next Day to Eriſwell, having previouſly determined 
to give two Entertainments on the Friday follow-

Cuftom-Houſe Officers to ſupport the Intereſt of the 
Noble Earl: This Pacquet, on Account of his un- 
expected Abſence, could not be opened till his

This ſufficiently proved the Alarm they were in, 
and the Conſequence of the Earl of Os Abſence 
on that'very critical and intereſting Occaſion. 

Lord O=— arrived in Town about an Hour 
before the Mayor went to the Town Hall, and the 
Freemen on allSides were then aſſembled at different 
Publick Houſes with their Principals. Lord O 
remained at Mr. /——'s Lodgings, who had two 
or three Freemen with him, and no more; in Fact, 
he conld not have commanded {ix Angle Votes in 
the whole Town: Sir J—- T polled that Day 
above four/core ſingle Votes, and Mr. M 
could have polled greatly above a Hundred.
